WESTERN CONFERENCE FINALS
Wager on Blackhawks - Kings Series Supports Summer Learning and Culinary Delights

Mayor Rahm Emanuel and Los Angeles Mayor Eric Garcetti today announced their friendly
wager on the NHL’s Western Conference Finals between the defending Stanley Cup
Champion Chicago Blackhawks and the Los Angeles Kings.

Possible examples include
the Willis Tower or Picasso Statue from Chicago and the Hollywood Sign or City Hall in Los
Angeles.
